Committee at Work Immediately.. 


The committee immediately went to work. 
Gov. Deneen caught a train for home in an 
endeavor to connect with a Thanksgiving 
dinner at the executive mansion in Spring- 
field tomorrow afternoon. The members of 
the committee informed him before he went 
that they hoped to give him an answer with- 
in a week. 

We are ready to pay every cent we owe, 
said Harriman, but net a cent we don't 
owe.” 

Gov. Deneen presented eighteen separate 
claims to the company, each standing on its 
own footing, and each carrying a specific de- 
mand for payment to cover back obligations. 
They aggregated something more than origi- 
nally, for the governor had given them a 
boost in the last few days. Some of the 
charges were as follows: ; 

That the company has invested some of its 
earnings in stocks and securities, withdraw- 
ing this amount from the earnings on which 
dividends have been paid, and that the state 
has not received ite 7 per cent compensation 
on the amount thus invested. 


Freight Earnings Distributed. 

That the company has distributed its 
freight earnings between its charter and 
subsidiary lines in such way as to reduce the 
amount on which it is obliged to pay 7 per 
cent compensation afd to increase the 
amount exempt from such taxation. 

That the company has not charged rental 
against some of its subsidiary lines using the 
charter lines’ terminals. 

That the company las not entered as a part 
ot its earnings the mileage books which it 
lues in payment for cdvertisement. This 
is one of the smaller claims, but the state 
| Saks a repayment of $23,000 on this score 
Alone on the ground that the issuance of a 
thileage book in payment for advertising 
really ts the sale of the book at 2 cents a mile.

Tells of Literary Value. 

As regards the literary value of the frag- 
ment the discoverer . some interesting 
remarks.

„Among the most remarkable features of 
the fragment is its cultivated style, pictur- 
esqueness, vigor of phraseology, which in- 
cludes several words not found in the new 
testaments, and its display of curious famil- 
jarity with the topography of the temple and 
the Jewish ceremonies of purification. There 
can be Httle doubt when the fragment is pub- 
lished, as it shortly will be, that there will be 
as much controversy among theologians as 
was provoked by the discovery of ‘The 
Sayings of Jesus in another mound. 

“Other Christian fragments of considerable 
value were found, including a vellum leaf of 
the fourth or fifth century of the lost Greek 
original of the Acts of St. Peter, which are 
known only in Latin, and a leaf. of papyrus 
of an unknown ‘version of the. Acta of St. 
John. 

Finds in Olassical Literature. 


„The firide in the section of HR itera- 
ture are most important. The first is a 
papyrus containing no fewer than thirteen 
columns of over sixty lines of Peeans of Pin- 
dar in good preservation and portione of sev- 
eral more columns. 

‘Next in importance is a roll containing 
about a hundred lines of the tragedy of Hip- 
polytus of Euripides and many fragments 
of Plato, the speech of Demosthenes against 
Boetus, and some of the manuscript frag- 
ments of the poems of Sappho. Mention 
also should be made of an unknown history 
of Greece, which differs in many respects 
from that of Xenophone.” 

It will take a long time to unroll, join, and 
examine this important find, all of which has 
been removed to England, but the explorers 
are to be congratulated on their brilliant 


harvest of literature.

Eckels Says It’s Crowd’s Fault.

While in Denver on that occa- 
sion rumors reached me that some trouble 
was brewing for me, because of what was 
denominated my interference in the Wyom- 
ing cases. On Dec. 5, 1004, I met Senator 
Warren at the Hotel Oxford. I told him 
what I bad heard. The senator said he 
was not interested in any such movement. 
He told me the gemeral land office would 
not hurry the Wyoming cases, He then 
produced from his pocket copies of my let- 
ters addressed to Commiseionér Richards 
relative to the Wyoming cases, Wich I had 
been investigating. 

It was on the occasion of my trip to 
Washington between Dec. 5 and 15, 1004, 
that I saw G. F. Pollock, chief of division 
B,“ and asked him what to do with the an- 
davits containing information about those 
coal land frauds, and he then told me either 
to send the affidavite to him or te destroy 
them.“ 

Myendorff’s affidavit alleges that on one 
occasion seventy-seven men were taken into 
offices in the Union station at Denver, before 
W. I. Gifford, agent of the Union Pacific, and 
signed their names to powers of attorney, 
relinquishments, and affidavits which were 
used to acquire title to coal lands In Wyo- 
ming. Some of these men, it is asserted, 
signed fictitious names. The men who signed 
received $4 each for their trouble. 


Some Land Office Methods, 

Percy 8. Sowers, another special agent of 
the general land office, told of his efforts 
to get the department to take up fraud cases 
in Utah. He began in 1908.to submit evi- 
dence against the Utah Fuel company and 
Pleasant Valley Coal company and their 
officials, especially Robert Forrester, geolo- 
gist for the companies. He asked the de- 
partment to authorize him to go ahead with 
these cases and procure the indictment of 
Forrester and others. His communications 
on the subject either received no replies or 
evasive answers. 

Sowers kept on uneovering evidence 
againet the coal companies, and after an 
especial spell of activity in 1905, Commis- 
sioner Richards asked him to resign, He 
succeeded in getting reinstated, but the un- 
covering of more evidence on coal frauds 
resulted in his suepension without pay. 


No Immunity Baths.

Two important actions were taken last 1 
night by the Municipal judges who will take 
over the work of the old justices of the peace 
and police magistrates next Monday 9 

One action—aimed at reducing crime in Chi- 
cago through the adoption of stringent rules 
governing the taking of bail bonds—was 
thrashed out at a meeting in Judge Edward 
Dicker’s office in the Tacoma building, which 
lasted until midnight. Rules were adopted 
which are Intended to drive the straw bonds- 
men out of business. 

The other step was the adoption of a rule 
requiring violations of city ordinances in the 
First district to be prosecuted downtown. % 
This is intended to eliminate all possibility 
of that feature of the old justice shop law 
which dragged defendants long distances to 
look after their suits. 

At the same time an entire set of rules 
of procedure was adopted by the judges. 
It consists of twenty rules covering every 
practical angle of the work of the new 
courts, 


First Session in Ancient House. 
The session was attended in the afternoon 
by Miss Valentine Smith, a member of the 
Chicago Historical society, who obtained the 
consent of the justices to assembling the 
new court for the first time at 2 o’clock Sat- 
urday afternoon in the old Cahokia court- 
house, the oldest court building in the Mis- 
sissippi valley, which was recently brought 
intact from southern Illinois and erected on 
Wooded island in Jackson park ray sew the 
supervision of Miss Smith. Judge Orrin N. 
Carter of the Illinois Supreme court will 
@eliver at that time the judges’ commissions 
an. the occasion will be an historical and 
patriotic event. 


New Rules on Bail Bonds. 
The ball bond action was the feature of 
the new rules. The judges expressed them- 
selves as dissatisfied with the law in that 
particular and sdid they would ask to have it 
ended.

The old system of bond giving by irrespon- 
sible persons has been responsible for a great 
deal of crime in Chicago,” said Chief Justice 
Olson. We have got to clean Chicago of 
crime if we can and we are going to start in 
this way. Upon investigation I have discov- 
ered that of the bonds taken in the past by 
fifty justices 75 per cent have been no good. 
This new law gives more than 500 policemen 
the right to take bonds, but we have tried 
to safeguard their right. The law should be 
changed.“ 

The order adopted regarding bonds reads as 
follows: 

“Any chief of police, captain, Neutenant, 
or sergeant taking bail from any person or 
persons, before accepting the surety offered 
as a bondsman shall cause such surety to an- 
wer in writing and under oath questions as 
to name, residence, business, and as to own- 
ership of real estate, where situated, ~~ 
both the . description and street, its 
| value, ete. 

Further Restrictions. 

The following restrictions are added: 

“No bond shall be taken from a person 
charged with a misdemeanor * chief ot 

lice, ot Ueutenant, or un- 
the value of the real estate ed 
shall be worth double the amount of the bond 
required after deducting from the fair value 
all incumbrance on said property, the value 
of the homestead, dower rights, and all 5 
indebtedness of said surety. 

No chief, captain, Neutenant, or pergennt 
shall accept any surety or take any bond un- 
lets he from the questions and answers is 
satisfied that judgment on a forfeiture can 
de collected.“ 


Trial of Cases Downtown. 
The other important feature of the rules’ 
concerning the trial of cases downtown is as 
follows: 

“ Ali suits for violations of the city ordi | 
nances begun by summons in the first district 
shall be filed in the main office of the clerk 
of the court, at 22 Fifth avenue. 

All cases for violations of the city ordi- 
nances in which a warrant shall issue in the 
first inetance may be begun in the branch 


of the defendant in the said cases. 

Another rule requires: 

“Judges assigned to hear criminal and 
quasi-criminal business shall open court at 
9 o'clock a. m., except for the trial of cases 
in which a jury is required, and for the trial 
of these cases, and the transaction of civil 
business, the courts shall open at 9:80 a. m. 

The other rules cover the order in which 
cases shall be tried and the time for hearing

and civil court rooms. The justices will re- 
tain jurisdiction until midnight Saturday.

What Is Overcrowding, Anyway? 
“What is overcrowding?” demanded Po- 
lice Chief John M. Collins, who was ordered 
py the city council to prevent the undue 
crowding of cars. Where is there any law 
that shows what, overcrowding is?’ — 

Asisstant Corporation Counsel Hoyne 
searched the ordinances, but could find no 
law supplying the exact definition of over- 
crowding. The chief decided he could do 
nothing. He would have to prove in court 
whether a car was overcrowded or merely 

crowded. 

The present ordinance is ineffective be- 
cause it does not give @ specific method for 
telling when a car is overcrowded,’ said 
Mr. Hoyne. 4 policeman on one corner 
might let a car go by, ‘considering that it 
was not overcrowded, while another police- 
man a block further down the streét would 
stop the car because his opinion was the other 
way. There should be definite rules as to 
the-number of people in excess of the seat- 
ing capacity to be allowed to ride. Ido not 
think the formal opinion will be ready until 
Friday and I have small hopes that it will 
sustain the present ordinance as effective. 

“Tf some alderman next Monday night 
takes it upon himself to introduce an emer- 
gency measure in the council, a speedy au- 
thority for the police may be obtained. 

We shall have to pass a law before we 
can enforce it, said Mayor Dunne. An or- 
dinance is now before the city council trans- 
portation committee providing that the num- 
ber of passengers on a car be restricted to 
50 per cent more than the seating capacity. 

It is deplorable this overcrowding, but I 
don’t see what we can do at present, I re- 
member that I once rode on the rear coupling 
beam of,a street cat. 


Doty Has His Own Troubles. 

Dr. M. F. Doty, the mayor’s superintendent 
of transportation, finds his difficulties in too 
much law. 

“It’s disheartening trying to make the 
street car companies run clean, comfortable 
cars and plenty of them and without over- 
crowding. I try to enforce the clean car law. 
To do this I have to prosecute the company 
on a’ separate charge for each car, with the 
particular witnesses to the conditions in each 
car. I have filed several thousand of these 
suits, 

Fach suit takes a day for trial. The com- 

pany invariably calls for a jury, and its law- 
yers take half a day examining veniremen. 
A jury secured about noon it takes twenty 
minutes to put in the evidence. Then it takes 
ten minutes for the city lawyer to sum up 
the case, and the rest of the afternoon for 
the company's lawyers to argue. They eite 
decisions all the way from Magna Charta to 
the latest justice court opinion, and just 
about supper time they let the case go to the 
jury. 
** Invariably the jurors want to get home to 
supper, and if there is one of them who de- 
clares he will stick out all night for the com- 
pany the t of them cave in, give the com- 
pany the verdict, and start for home. And 
that’s only one case. The company can afford 
to worry the city along at that rate.”’ 

The limit. of comfort in crowding pas- 
sengers into cars is one and a half times the 
number provided for by the seating capac- 
ty?“ continued Dr. Dotty. The limit of 
decency is to put in twice the number pro- 
vided for by the seating capacity.“ | 


Beyond Power of Police. 

A good many students of street conditions 
are of the opinion that Chief Collins’ police- 
men would effect little if they should be 
turne¢@ loose on the prevention of crowding. 
The crossing police dre notoriously unable to 
enforce the ordinary rules of the road. 
Teamsters have no respect for them, and may 
be seen at any time cutting across the line of 
traffic ahd blocking street cars with im- 
punity. The new mounted police are rarely 
seen in the loop district, and since they were 
detailed to duty they have wrought no re- 
formes in the 
traffic. 

At Washington and Clark streets, at Ran- 
dolph and Clark streets, at Lake and La Salle 
streets, and at other important corners re- 
porters for Tue TRIBUNE noted that in the 
rush hour last night the crossing police made 
no attempt whatever to keep wagons off the 
street car tracks. Strings of cars crept along 
at a snail's pace behind lines of trucks oe 
wagons that would have had plenty of 
in the roadway alongside the tracks.

DR. ‘WILLIAM ” PATTERSON KANE, 
president of Wabash college, Crawfords- 
ville, Ind., is dead at a health resort in the 
Ozark mountains near Hot Springs, Ark.

THE WEALTH OF THE FARM, 

The year just past has been one of the 
most prosperous years the farmers of this 
country have ever known. The value of 
the farm products, including live stock, 
is estimated by the secretary of agricul- 
ture at the inconceivable figure of 86,794. 
000,000, nearly half a billion more than 
last year and over two billion more than 
in 1899. An increase of 44 per cent in 
seven years is cause enough for thanks- 
giving. Over a million farmers who were 
debtors ten years ago, trying to pay the 
interest on mortgages on their farms, are 
now looking for investments for their 
money. 

The exports of farm products, in spite 
of increased consumption at home, have 
gruwn to $976,000,000. In spite of the 
injurious statements printed about the 
packing houses the figures for exports of 
packing house products exceed $200,000,- 
000. for the first time. The balance of 
trade in favor of the American farmer, 
that is, the excess of exportations of 
American agricultural products over Im- 
ports of the same character, was for last 
year 843,000,000, as against $85,000 for 
all other classes of exports and imports. 
Taking the last seventeen years together 
the balance in favor of the American 
farmer is over six billion dollars, while 
the balance against the othe: American 
producers combined amounts to nearly 
half a billion. 

The increased prosperity of the farmer 
has enabled him to make himself still 
richer by developing land which was 
wholly or partially unproductive because 
of lack of money. Alluvial land has been 
reclaimed, ‘marshes have been drained, 
the proper seeds or plants have been 
bought for special soils. Rocky slopes 
have been planted with fruit trees and 
leguminous plants on sandy soil. Arid 
and semi-arid soil has been irrigated. Im- 
provements have not been halted by lack 
of cash. At the same time farm life has 
been made less monotonous by the intro- 
duction of the telephone everywhere and 
by the trolley and by rural free delivery 
in the more thickly settled districts.

‘ineludes the kingdom of Hanover, this is 
‘equivalent to a recognition of the incorpora- 
tion of Hanover into the kingdom of Prussia. 

Another document, now given to the public 
for the first time, is the letter written by the 
duke to the federal sovereigns of the Ger- 
man empire, on being notified of their ob- 
jection to his presence on the throne of Bruns- 

wick in 1885. It is dated Sept. 22 of that year,

+ “It is true that I have not renounced my 
‘claim to Hanover. The reservation, how- 
ever, of this claim, is reconcllable with the 
constitution of the empire, and in this I am 
in the same position as other German sov- 
ereigus, who advanced such claims at the 
time of the organization of thé German feder- 
ation, and which they did not retiounce on 
their entrance into the membership of the 
German empire. I have never intended to 
assert this claim (to Hanover) in any manner 
“which could disturb the peace of the empire, 
and I am fully aware that it would be my 
duty if I were the head of the government 
of one of the German federal states belong- 
ing to the’ German empire only to assert 
| these claims in such a manner as should 
be fitting to the constitution of the German 
empire. 

> 


From this ft will be seen that while the duke 
refrains from any definite and direct renunci- 
ation of his claims to Hanover, he treats that 
claim as an abstract rather than an actual 
proposition, and implies its renunciation by 
acknowledging the constitution of the Ger- 
man empire, and by pledging himself never at 
any time to undertake any project directly or 
indirectly inimical to Prussia. 

It is only fair to Sad, by way of explanation 
of the attitude of the kaiser, that while the 
duke of Cumberland has not himself maneu- 
vered against the Prussian government, the 
Guelph party, which is composed of people 
who profess to be his adherents, have for the 
last thirty years or more rendered them- 
selves conspicuous by their opposition in the 
imperial parliament to the measures of the 
Prussian government and of the chancellor. 
The duke of Cumberland is the titular chief 
of this party—which is a powerful factor in 
German politics. Naturally the Prussian 
government does not wish to lend a hand to 
the placing of the chief of the house of 
Guelph upon the throne without the most 
formal and definite assurances to the effect 
that the duke will become frankly the friend 
of Prussia, recognizing its kingdom as now 
constituted, and will publicly withdraw his 
countenance from any further opposition by 
the Guelph party to the imperial and Prus- 
sian governments. The friends,of the duke 
of Cumberland insist that the pledges re- 
quired of him are contained in the two letters 
quoted above, and now made public for the 
first time, explaining that he cannot go any 
further, bound as he is by a promise extorted 
from him dy hie dying father never formally 
to ‘renotnee’ his right to Hanover. The 
kaiser and chancellor, on the other hand, 
declare that the pledges are not sufficiently 
definite. There the matter stands.

LEGISLATION POR PARMERS. 

Chicago, Nov. 27.—{ Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—I have before me a letter from a member 
recently elected to the Nebraska legisiature. 
This gentleman is see facts and figures 

“tO present to the le 


legislation in the interest of farmers. This 
member was elected by an overwhelming 
farmer vote for no other reasom than to shape 
legislation such as will give farmers their 
“‘ightp at the thousands of shipping points 
over that state. By their rights I mean 
the privilege of izing each and every | 
‘as a common carrier by which they can as 
individuals, ship their grain to the central 
markets without being forced to sell to the 
home buyer. Farmers concede that the local 
grain handler’s profite amount to several 
cents a bushel om each car of grain, and this 
applied to the entire grain production of the 
state means fortunes in a single year for the 
middleman. | 

At a recent sitting of the interstate com- 
merce commission in Chicago I testified, with 
others, to the fact that rallroads, especially 
in DMnois, had discriminated against farmer 
shippers and in favor of the elevator owner 
at the station to the extent of driving the in- 
dividual farmer shipper out of the shipping 
business. Over the western states I have for 
years done everything possible to show 
farmers the need of forming shipping asso- 
clationg and oppose the tactics of the dis- 
criminating railroad agents and the grain 
shippers’ association by a united force which 
they would be bound to respect. 

I agree with Tue TRIBUNE that this new 
wave of legislation and regulation of the 
common carriers should not be carried to 
the extent of placing railroad property in 
jeopardy. It is just rights as an individual 
shipper that the farmer demands and not any 
dangerous legislation which will at all 
cripple the magnificent railroad properties 
of the west, which are 80 necessary for lis 
fullest development. . 

I am in close touch with many of theruling 
spirits of the western lines and could men- 
tion several instances in which these gentle- 
men have pledged a different attitude to- 
wards farmer shippers than has been ex- 
ercised for years past. I believe that as 
railroads modify their positions of unfair- 
nese to individual shippers of grain—an un 
fairness which is not manifested against in- 
dividual. shippers of any other class of prop- 
erty—there will be a disposition om the part 
of producers to meet the common carriers 
half waz, to their mutual benefit. 

One thing I believe I am justified in stating 
from years of experience in this fight for the 
right of individual farmers’ shipments, and 
that is that independent shipments of grain 
over the western roads to the central mar- 
kete have come to stay; that railroad of- 


-ficiale or agente who have been suspiciously 


friendly with so-called regular shippers 
at the stations must divorce themselves from 
this alliance, and must instruct their agents 
to serve all shippers alike, if they wish to 
escape the storm which is now gathering 
force over the t surplus grain raising 
states of the west. 

Just now some distinguished raflroad mag- 
nates are indulging in much high sounding 
talk about what consideration must be shown 
the producers. This ie blowing hot and cold 
to allay the indignation of the public. Leta 
few of these managers of great grain carry- 
ing roads publish to the world In instructions 
to agents that grain raisers must be per- 
mitted to be grain shippers absolutely on the 
same terme as regular grain buyers, and I 
will pledge the good will and friendly attitude 
of both organized and unorganized farmers 
towards such lines from that day.

REFERENDUM ADVICE. 


“Democratic Government,” Wherein 
Corps Will Be Ocnsulted, Under 
Way—Trustees Pleased with Spell- 
ing Book \Result—Proposed Scheme 
Will Leave Supt. Cooley Without 
Power—Advisory Board to Be Con- 
, sulted on All Educational Matters. 


The plan of Mayor Dunne school board to 
organize the public school system into a 
“democratic government,“ in which the 
teachers will decide all important educational 
questione by referendum vote, taking most 
of Supt. Cooley’e power away from him, is 
to be carried out within a week. This an- 
noun ent was made by the radical mem- 
bers of echool board yesterday following 
the announcement of the vote om the Spell- 
ing Book Referendum.“ 

Dr. Cornelia B. De Bey declared that as 
soon as the Post report ip disposed of the 
board will be asked to adopt the report of the 
subcommittee on which pro- 
vides for the organization of all public school 
teachers into an advisory body to be consult - 
ed by the board on all educational questions. 
In addition to this main advisory body four- 
teen smaller advisory councils are to be 
formed in the different schoo! districts. . The 
advisory councils will report to the central: 
body and the central council will make its 
report to the board of education,

Thirty-five principals and 787 teachers voted 
for the Swinton speller, ahd 1,508 principals 
and teachers who voted failed to answer this 
question by yes or no,“ and hence their 
ballots were not counted.
